Yost autrorities agree thet th's will not af“eet Tali adversier. Some 

ef the rajahs were geod nen whe le-ked after their rneople, but they were 

not of vital importance to the admbistration sf Tali. On the whole they did 
collaborate with the Duteh in order to retain their power and this has 
weakene:: their case in the eyes of the pet'udas and of the Central Goverment. 


The vosition of the Pungrawas and the Perbekeis ig cuite a different matter, 
trege men, often cuite rich in terms of rice fields and often relatives 

of the vajahs' families, are the backbone of Pali'ts administration. They 

serve tie veople in numercuas capacities, ecting as volice, administratore, 
protectcrs of the arts end customs, end as mediators in alll matsers of 
importance, except in purely religious affairs. They are tha traditional, 
the experienced povernmert personnel of Bali. Had the new Government ia 
Eeli been wise, it would have tried to work with the Pungrawas and the 
Ferbekeis and to have utilized thelr abilities. This hag not becn dong 

ad si Sar a dozen of the one hundred Pungeswas have resigned. 


The vewedas, voune students who had received some rudimentary mi tlitery 
training under the Japanese system of Hetho proups, plaved a large nert 
in the ltevolution and the general struggle arainst the colonial regive, 
Eventually they rormed the Tentera Nasional Indonesia (THI), ‘The great 
handicap of the pemudas is their lack of education and exnerience. 
Although they are vhyaleally feared, they are not respested by the 
Yradionalist Pelinese, The penudas kave to look to Java and the APRI 
for support as well as for eduea*ional opnertunities. In common with 
other areas of Indonesia, Bali now claima tu have thousands of pemudas, 
Although the Dutch used brutal methods againgt the pemudas in 1946, the 
Fact remains thet for three years the island was controlled by a thousand 
police who had no active suprort from the army. 


The Indonesian arny is a young army at the beginning of its history and 


‘ organizetion. It is lacking in discipline and is often involved in 


politics. Bali was a peaceful island until the APRI arrived. When 
Canpasar became filled with military police, armed troops, sentries 
carrying Sten guns, and fast driving trucks and jeeps the Balinese were 
wahappy and frightened by these Javanese invaders who had descerded on 
them. APRI vergonrel ere young and raw and have a erude naticnslist 
pirictism. These forces were apvroached by the pemudag who said they were 
the only patriotic Balinese and they vointed out many who had collaborated 
with the Dutch. ‘Tre penmudas accused she members of Siahrir's Partai 
Soslalis Indonesia (PSI) of being corrupt and of being spies for the 
Dutch. It was vatural ani inevitable that thease young members of the 
acsmy and the pemudes should cooperate. 


Assassinations 


When the army arrived in mid-July shootings and murders began. Sten guns 
aad autocratic weapons were used, Relinese, Chinese and Eurasians who had 
done espionage work for the Dutch or herd been involved in the death of 
pemdas “n 1946 were victims. Seme entirely innocent persons were killed. 
in all about 95 murders were committed, mostly in and around Singarad ja 
on the noxyth coast, So far there hes been no anti-white feeling, but in 
Denpasar thers is the beginning of this, because the people are afraid and 
because of the attitude of the army. The local government and the oolics 
are powerless to act beezuse the army has forbidden them to do so. ‘The 
ebm is further complicated by the fact that there are still among 

the police persons who formerly did esvionage work for the Dutch and persons 
who were intolwed in the setion against the pemudas .
